Folk music came to Upland 
last week. 

Seventh-grade students from 
Pioneer and Upland junior high 
schools were treated to the 
dances and songs of music 
worldwide. 

As youngsters clapped their 
hands, performers from the 
Aman International Folk 
Festival sang and swayed to 
traditional sounds from 
Transylvania, the Appalachian 
Mountains, southeast 
Louisiana (Cajun country), New 
England and Central Asia. 

The 45-minute presentation 
was part of Upland School 
District’s performing arts 
program. 

The program was 


established last year by the 
school district to educate 
students on various art forms. 

“We want students to have 
an opportunity to view and 
experience professional 
performers in music, dance 
and drama,” said Beverly 
Erickson, performing arts 
coordinator. 

Folk music was selected for 
the seventh-grade class 
because students are currently 
learning world history, 
Erickson said. 

“We want these 
performances to interface with 
social studies,” she said. ‘‘This 
type of music ties in with what 
they (the seventh-grade class) 
are learning.” 

It was the seventh in a series 
of nine performances 


scheduled this year. 

On March 11, fourth graders 
will see a play based on the 
frog-jumping contest of 
Calaveras County. 

At last week’s performance, 
students learned of the various 
instruments used in Cajun and _ 
Transylvanian music. 

They also learned the steps 
of the Tadjik women’s dance. 
Tadjikistan is one of the 
Central Asian Republics of the 
modern-day Soviet Union. 

The youngsters also 
discovered that long ago New 
England sailors danced and 
sang (a la Popeye) to stay 
healthy onboard ship.

West Valley communities eye expanded cable menus

Television viewers in at least 
3,500 West Valley homes soon 
could have more on-screen 
choices. 

Three area city councils are 
considering renewing a non- 
exclusive cable television 


franchise that would require 
Comcast Cablevision — formerly 
Group W Cable Inc. — to expand 
its services or face stiff 
penalties. 

Councils in Ontario and 
Upland have given preliminary 
approval — and Montclair has 
given final approval — to a 15- 


year contract renewal with the 
cable television company, which 
also serves Fontana and parts of 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

The Montclair and Upland 
contracts each stipulate that 
Comcast must expand to serve 
more residents within 15 to 18 
months. 


Ontario’s contract does not 


specify how many residents 
must be served within 18 
months, but it does state the 
company must get permits to 
enlarge its service area to match 
the city’s boundaries. 


Failure to meet the cities’ 


deadlines could cost the 


company from $50 to $200 in 
daily fines. In addition, Ontario is 
requiring Comcast to post two 
performance bonds, totaling 
$525,000. 
While the company is growing 
to meet the cities’ population 
spurts, it also is getting its own I 
house in order. 
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Students wallow 


in self-esteem 
at this school

Richard Infante is a success. 

His buttons say so. 

And Infante has more 
buttons than anybody. 

The 10-year-old Los Amigos 
School fifth-grader is one of 
many successful children at 
the school who earn buttons by 
doing good deeds without 
being asked. 

The school’s self-esteem 
program, dreamed up by 
Principal Paul Loesch, who is 
new to the school this year, 
seeks to empower children. 

Children who make trouble 
in school are usually looking 
for a sense of power they can’t 
or don’t get elsewhere, Loesch 
said. 

“We decided if we could 
empower students in positive 
ways we’d see less discipline 
problems,” he said. 

The rewards are not linked to 
academic performance. Good 
citizenship, being responsible 
and accountable and reading 
for pleasure are some of the 
things children can do for 
recognition. 

Pride and peer pressure 
make the project tick. 

For instance, if every child in 
a group turns in his or her

homework, everyone in the 
group gets a button, saying, 
“’m a success at Los 
Amigos.” 

“The other kids who don’t 
earn them will work to earn 
them,’ Loesch said. 

To make sure children wear 
their buttons, Loesch goes into 
the cafeteria once a month and 
hands out cookies to every 
child who’s wearing a button. 

The buttons aren’t the only 
part of the self-esteem 
strategy. Children can also win 
free pizzas, certificates to local 
restaurants and discounts on 
the price of admission to area 
amusement parks. 

Giving specific praise for 
specific tasks is an important 
element of the project, Loesch 
said, because it is more 
effective than saying, ‘‘you’re a 
good girl.” 

When children get a button, 
they have to tell the teacher 
what they got it for, so they'll 
remember it and be able to go 
home and tell their parents. 

What’s the result? 

“Our graffiti and vandalism 
have dropped down to just 
about nothing,” Loesch said. 
“With kids having power, they 
don’t have to tear up the 
school to feel powerful.” 0

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Neighbors get tough on convenience stores

Armed robberies and 
discarded diapers are helping 
bind together a neighborhood in 
southeastern Upland. 

With six markets in their 
vicinity, residents of the 
neighborhood surrounding Ninth 
Street and Grove Avenue are 
making it clear they oppose 
more convenience markets. 

“If they bring more liquor 
markets we’ll have one on every 
corner and that’ll bring more 
crime,” said Mike Aguilar, who 
has lived in his Salina Street 
home about 30 years. 

Like many of his neighbors, 
Aguilar is retired, has paid off 
his mortgage and plans to live 
out his years with his wife in 
their home. 

Their older neighborhood, 
once surrounded by dairies and 
chicken farms, is now bordered 
by apartment complexes and 
businesses. And with those 
changes came crime, the 
neighbors said. 

“There was a time | used to 
leave my garage door open. | 
don’t do that anymore,” said M. 
Molles, a resident of North 14th 
Avenue since 1952. ‘‘Any time 
anybody pulls a gun in your 
neighborhood it affects you.” 

“| worry about my wife and 
grandchildren, who she babysits 
for because I’m in and out of the 
hospital all the time,’”’ Aguitar 
added. 

“Additional people create 
additional crime,’ said Police 
Chief Coy Estes, but he added 
that the neighborhood has never 
had major crime problems and is 
not facing an alarming increase. 

Of the 87 armed robberies in 
Upland last year, only one - 
occurred in that neighborhood at 
La Victoria Market, 1402 E. Ninth 
Street, according to police 
Statistics. There have been two 
armed robberies in the vicinity 
this year, both at the same 
market, Estes said. 

Although some of the nearby 
markets are family owned and 
have few problems, residents 
fear that two proposed 
convenience stores on Grove 
Avenue might create some of the 
same problems that occur at La 
Victoria Market. 

Every Friday afternoon peopfe 
gather outside the market and 
park on surrounding streets, 
drinking beer and leaving their 
trash behind, residents contend. 

“It’s getting pretty raunchy,” 
said Agripin Garcia, who lives 
near the market. 

“A lot of times they bring their 
wives and they throw their 
(children’s) diapers right in 
front,’’ he said pointing to his 
yard.

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Families may forced to streets 
in wake of labor camp closure

The approaching closure of 
the West Valley’s migrant labor 
camp has the potential to dump 
as many as 20 families onto the 
street. 

Trying to prevent that, a loose 
coalition of public and private 
groups has begun working to 
find new homes for the residents 
of what was the San Gabriel 
Valley Labor Association camp. 

The camp, which in its prime 
housed as many as 1,700 citrus 
workers, recently was sold to an 
Orange County developer who 
said he plans to level the camp 
and build homes. 

The developer, Edward 
Halvajian of Newport Beach, has 
given the residents until April 9 
to leave the Rancho Cucamonga 
camp for new homes. 

In the meantime, Xenia I. 
Szabo, executive director of the 
Upland Housing Authority, said 
she and her staff have been 
scrambling to try to help the 
camp’s residents. 
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As of last week, she said, 15 
families had applied for 
government housing or 
government-subsidised housing. 

Subsidized housing, Szabo 
said, is the best the families can 
hope for. 

“Although most of these 
people are working families, 
their income — about $100 a 
week — is such that there’s no 
way they can afford a habitable 
unit on their own.” 

Although most of the families 
will qualify for subsidies, they'll 
still need help finding new 
homes, she said. 

Paul Gomez said he and his 
Peace and Justice Committee at 
St. George Catholic Church in 
Ontario hope to work with Szabo 
to provide some of that help. 

“We formed a year ago to try 
to deal with the issues of the 
homeless in our community,” he 
said. ‘We try to prod existing 
organizations into action, and 
this is a perfect opportunity to 
do that.” —

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Loan program 
ready to begin 
at town center

With a commitment of $2 
million, Upland’s Town Center 
Economic Development Corp. is 
ready to begin its rehabilitation 
loan program. 

The EDC will begin taking 
applications March 1 for market 
interest loans to property 
owners in the Town Center to 
build new facades and 
earthquake-proof the older 
buildings, said consultant 
Charles Pilcher. 


Pomona First Federal Savings 
& Loan Association is providing 
the $2 million in loans, said 
Pilcher, vice president of R&R 
Clayton Consultants Inc., hired 
by the city to manage the 
program. 


The architectural design and 
loan packaging services will be 
provided by the EDC, using 
$18,000 in Upland’s Community 
Development Block Grant Funds. 


Another $22,000 in CDBG 
funds was spent on a seismic 
survey of the city to determine 
which buildings were built 
before 1933, when steel supports 
were first required in brick, block 
or stone buildings, he said. 


The survey identified 73 
buildings with unreinforced 
masonry, most of which are in 
the six blocks between A and D 
streets and First and Third 
avenues which the EDC calls the 
Town Center, he said. 


The loan program for the 
facade and interior work has 
been described as the carrot to 
lure property owners into making 
their buildings earthquake-safe. 

Pilcher said the EDC will 
encourage property owners 
whose buildings were pegged in 
the survey to use the loan to 
reinforce their buildings, as well

as complete facade and interior 
work. He said he is not sure 
whether the savings and loan 
will make earthquake-proofing a 
requirement. 

PFF officials were not 
available for comment Monday 
due to the holiday. 


Jack Atwood, owner of J.J. 
Atwood Co. in the Town Center, 
said he plans to take advantage 
of the program to complete 
seismic safety work that will 
eventually be required by the 
state anyway. 


“We know that somewhere 
down the line something’s going 
to have to be done. Cities are 
going to have to require some 
seismic conditions,’”’ Atwood 
said. “I think we’re just ahead of 
the game.” 


Legislators passed a law 
requiring reinforcing of pre-1933 
buildings, but the state has until 
September to set deadlines, 
Pilcher said. 


Atwood, a member of the 
Town Center Merchants 
Association, said property 
owners in the center are slow to 
show interest in the loan 
program because they are not 
aware of the law and the 
program’s benefits. 


“As soon as we get one or two 
going | think they’ll see the value 
and the necessity of doing it,” 
he said. 


Atwood doesn’t need the lure 
of facade improvements to get 
him into the program since he 
renovated his building — built in 
the early 1920s — in the last ten 
years, he said. He’s going into it 
just for the seismic safety 
measures. 

“AS a property owner I’d rather 
do it now, before the big one 
comes, to protect my building 
and the people in it,” he said.

Residents battle proposed 


shopping complex again

For the second time within a 
month, Upland residents packed 
City Hall, protested a proposed 
shopping center near their 
homes and won ... at least 
temporarily. 

The City Council voted against 
the proposed market and 
adjacent shops 3-0 during the 
sometimes-emotional hearing 
last week, with Councilwoman 
Rosalie Kamansky absent and 
Mayor Richard Anderson 
abstaining. 


Although two plans have been 
rejected, Mayor Pro Tem Frank 
Carpenter pointed out that a 
commercial project eventually 
must be approved for the corner 
of Campus Avenue and 15th 
Street. 


The council changed the 
zoning of the corner to 
commercial in 1980. Failure to 
approve a project there could 
lead to a lawsuit against the city, 
he said. 


“The issue is ... not whether 
it's going to be commercial, but 
what type of commercial,” he 
said. 


Last month, the Planning 
Commission turned down a 
similar proposal made by 
developers Gary McDaniel and 
Bob Griffits. That plan featured a 
Circle K convenience store. 


Last week, McDaniel appealed 
that decision and offered a 
revised plan featuring a ‘Mom 
and Pop” grocery rather than the 
convenience store residents 
feared would bring crime into 
their quiet residential 
neighborhood. 


McDaniel offered the 
additional compromises of 
closing off the Sixth Avenue 
entrance to which residents 
objected and requiring the store 
to close at 9 p.m. rather than the 
Original 10 p.m. request. But the 
developer said the potential 
store owners needed to sell beer 
and liquor to survive. 


But the very people the 
shopping center is to serve 
continued to voice their 
objections to it. 


Although resident Bob 
Blackney is against the center in 
general, he said limiting store 
hours and forbidding alcohol 
Sales “would be our very 
minimum.” 


“l live in a nice place. | want to 
keep it that way. | think we could 
do this by denying the shopping 
center,” he said, echoing the 
feelings of several residents. 

Councilman Bob Nolan agreed 
with those concerns and, citing 
frequent hold-ups of smaller 
Stores and sales of alcohol and 
Cigarettes to minors, he made a 
Motion to deny the project. 


But he got no second to his 
motion. Councilman Al Canestro 
said he preferred working out a 


compromise independent of the ° 


Planning Commission. 
Carpenter, however, favored 
sending the revised plan back to 
the commission for review.

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Eucalyptus once stood tall as windbreak 


By Mike Krapfl 


The eucalyptus, like many 
transplanted Californians, came 
to the West Valley because it 
had a job here and the sunny 
climate suited it. 

That was in the 1880s when 
the area had a lot of citrus that 
needed protection from the 
wind. Back then, the eucalyptus 
stood tall as a windbreak. 

Today, with most of the area’s 
groves making way for urban 
development, the tree isn’t quite 
so useful. 

In fact, some who live under 
eucalyptus trees say the’re 
downright dirty. 

One Alta Loma man recently 
demonstrated his disdain for the 
Australian native by cutting 
down 100 of them on his 
property. 

So how did the shaggy tree 
get from down under, to 
towering wind-stopper to cut-up 
timber? 

“Easy,” said Ada Cooper, a 
commissioner on Rancho 
Cucamonga’s Historic 
Preservation Commission. “It 
was brought here because it 
grew fast and because it was 
suited to our climate.” 

She said it was important to 
have windbreaks around the 
groves because, ‘‘The Santy 
Anas blow so hard around here, 
they used to blow the oranges 
right down to the ground.”

grower and former Rancho 
Cucamonga councilman, said he 
can remember “‘the ground 
absolutely covered with 
oranges’ after some storms. 

“It was almost like it had 
rained oranges,” he said. 

It never rained lemons, he 
added, because lemons have a 
firmer grasp on their trees and 
aren’t as easily blown off as 
oranges. 

And so, they said, the quick- 
growing eucalyptus was planted 


and the windbreaks they made 
matured within 15 years. 

Meanwhile, the eucalyptus 
also was being accepted into the 
homes of Alta Loma and 
Etiwanda, Cooper said. 

“In late 1919, early 1920 
people used to string the pods 
of the tree’s blossom together 
and use the strings as a 
decoration to separate their 
parlor from the rest of their 
house,” she said. “It was quite 
the fashion.” 


Although fashionable, the 
trees required quite a lot of 
grooming, Cooper said. 

Robert Hickcox, a retired 
Etiwanda grower, said if a 
person didn’t clean the dead 
limbs and leaves from below the 
trees, “they became a torch” 

“If the debris ever caught 
fire,” he said, “that fire would 
move so fast you could hardly 
run to keep ahead of the 
flames.” 

When development ended the 


era of citrus groves, eucalyptus 
trees became less useful as 
windbreaks and were used for 
kindling, railroad ties and even 
medicine, Bridge said. 

The tree’s wood, however, 
split too readily to be useful for 
railroad ties and its sap didn’t 
heal many people, so its value 
became limited, he said. 

“So they’re dying out,”’ 
Hickcox said. ‘‘There’s just no 
use for them and they’re not 
worth the effort to maintain.”
